It Is no longer given 
what most Americans gave it during its slow develop­ 
ment from Dumbarton Oaks, through the San Fran­ 
cisco conference, and up to the first meetings of the 
Security Council and General Assembly—the benefit 
of a doubt. 
« 
It Is evident to the public what has Wen evident to 
publicists for a long time: that the United Nations has 
ceased to be a source of hope and has become, instead, 
the source of skepticism It is no longer the focus of 
dreams about a bright new world. It Is, rather, the 
focus of misgivings about the handicaps that must be 
overcome before even so tuwdiy a thing as the prewar 
world can be re-established. 
Human beings who hoped the United Nations would 
turn out bitter than the League of Nations now are 
in a mood to make comparisons and to recognize the 
difficulty of achieving any kind of unity among nations 
with dissimilar purposes. 
They continue to believe that the United Nations 
is the best of all possible means of doing what should 
be done, and on that basis they are its loyal to the 
theory of cooperative security as they ever were. But 
they f el under the compulsion of their own honesty 
to acknowledge that 
cooperative security is only a 
theory; that the tact is otherwise. 
The United Nations has slipped slowly from the 
status of a new otganizatlon embodying the highest 
ideals of modern civilization to the status of an or­ 
ganization trying to rise above the shortcomings of 
jealousy, hate and lack of vision.
